and uninterrupted : Beſides that, in Caſe of a Rupture, or 
an Attack, the States have full Liberty allowed them to take 
Poſſeſſion of all the Spaniſh Netherlands, and therefore 
needed no particular Stipulation for the Towns abovemen- 
tioned. | 
© Having taken Notice of this Conceſſion made to the 
States- General for ſeizing upon the whole ten Provinces, 
we cannot but obſerve to your Majeſty, that, in the manner 
tms Article is framed, it is another OY Circumſtance 
which attends this Treaty: For, had ſuch a Proviſion been 
confined to the Caſe of an apparent Attack from France only, 
the avowed Deſign of this Treaty had been fulfilled, and 
your Majefty's Inſtructions to your Ambaſſador had been 
purſued : But this neceſſary Reſtriction hath been omitted; 
and the ſame Liberty is granted to the States to take Poſ- 
ſeſſton of all the Netherlands, whenever they ſhall think 
themſelves attacked by any other eee Nation, as 
when they ſhall be in Danger from France; fo that, if it 
ſhould at any time happen (which your Commons are very 
unwilling to ſuppoſe) 7 — they ſhould quarreleven with your 
Maxfty ; the Riches, Strength, and advantageous — 
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yet no Care is taken to preſerve that Equality u 
portation of thoſe Goods out of the Spaniſh 'Provinces; into 
thoſe Countries and Places, which, by Virtus of this Treaty, 
are to be in the Poſſeſſion of the States. The Conſequence 
of which muſt in time be, and your Commons are informed, 
that in ſome Inſtances it has already proved to be the Caſe, 
that the Impoſitions upon Goods carried into thoſe Countries 
and Places by the Subjects of the States-Geiieral, will be 
taken off, whilſt thoſe upon the Goods imported by your Ma-. 
jeſty's Subjects remain: by which Means Great- Britain will 
entirely loſe this moſt beneficial Branch of Trade, which it 
has been in all Ages poſſeſs'd of, even fromthe time when 
thoſe Countries were govern'd by the Houſe of Burgundy, 
one of the moſt ancient, as well as the moſt uſeful Allies tb 
the Crown of England. {\ eu i, 
With regard to the other Dominions and Territe 
Spain, your Majeſty's Subyects have always been diftinguiſl 
in their Commerce with them, and, both by ancient Treaties 
and an uninterrupted Cuſtom, have enjoyed greater Privileges 
and Immunities of Trade, than either the Hollanders, or any 
other Nation whatſoever. - And that wiſe and excellent 
Treaty of the grand Alliance I effectually for the Se- 
curity and Continuance of theſe valuable Privileges to Britain, 
in ſuch a manner, as that each Nation mighi'be left at the 
End of the War upon the ſame foot as it ſtood at the Com- 
mencement of ir. But this Treaty we now complain of, in- 
ſtead of confirming your dieser Right, ſurrenders and de- 
ſtroys them: For, although by the ſixteenth and ſeventeenth 
Articles of the Treaty of Minſter, made between his Catho- 
Icik Majeſty and the States-General, all Advantages of Trade 
are ſtipulated for, and granted to the Hollanders, equal to 
what the Engliſh enjoyed ; yet, the Crown of England not
